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If the British were to take such action it would appear 
advisable to have discussions with U.S. Defense officials so as to 
make sure that our combined efforts were channeled in the right 
direction. For instance, the Ambassador wondered whether the cost to 
Great Britain of the present British nuclear effort was worthwhile 
in the overall context of US-UK capabilities. He said he hoped the 
US would be willing to enter into such talks shortly after the British 
elections, assuming that a moratorium with the Soviets had been 
reached and the Conservative Government was continued in office. 
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
